Council Wanis 1o Know,

This morning the oxecutive councll voted
to ask the Wentern Union Telegraph com
| pany for supplementary returns om Its
property subject to taxation this wear.
This wctlon 18 taken as a result of the
discovery that 743 miles of telograph poles
nnd wires belonging to the Q" road, but
operated by the Western Unlon in fts
commercinl business, have not beén re-
turned for taxation. The statute requires
thut all telegroph lines owned, leased or
operated by any telegraph company are
 subject to taxation. Those wused exclu-
sively the business of any rallroad do
not comé under the telegraph taxatlion
law. The Western Uplon admits that it
